On February 17th and 19th two independent allegations of sexual abuse 
of minors by Fr. Dan Buckley were reported to this Office.

(where he met him in 1962) to- Harbor General Hospital (1965) he Kept 
him overnight in his room and performed and forced redacted to perform 
a number of sexual acts. Mr. REDACTEDnow lives inREDACTED and will 
write us a version of these events along with submission of therapy 
bills. 

The second case was reported by Mr. REDACTED w ] 10> the 
company of his sister , REDACTED , here in the Office, toldREDACTED ind 
me that Fr . Buckley had engaged him and several of his brothers in 
sexual acts during the time that Fr . Buckley was assigned to 
Immaculate Heart parish in Santa Ana (1971-75). One of his sisters 
caught Fr . Buckley in his (REDACTED : bed one night when Father was a 
guest in the family home. Mrs. REDACTE % accompanied by a friend, was 
given an appointment with Cardinal Manning who promised Fr. Buckley 
would never again be given an assignment which included proximity to 
children.

When you came to the Chancery Office on Saturday, March 5 to 
meet with Bishop-Elect Curry and me, you brought along a friend, 
REDACTED who is also a lawyer. At the start of 

our meeting, I asked REDACTED if he was there as a friend or 
as a lawyer, and he replied that he was there in both capacities. 
At this point, Both Bishop-Elect Curry and I stated that we 
could not continue the meeting under those conditions. 

Our reason for objecting to the presence of a civil lawyer was 
that the matter we had to deal with was a religious and not a 
civil matter. We stated that the issue involved the relation- 
ship between the Archbishop and one of his priests, and that it 
was one that came within the scope of the free exercise of 
religion protected by the United States Constitution. 

As you are aware, we ask that you enter the EXODUS Unit of 
Marina Mercy Hospital today, and receive the care of professionals 
in the psychiatric unit for the remainder of this week. We will 
make arrangements for you to then fly to Washington, D.C. on 
Sund ay, March 13 , where you will be met by a staff person from 
St. Luke Institute, who will drive you to the Institute in 
Suitland, Maryland. Your evaluation will be from March 13-18, 
and we will discuss, at the end of that week, the recommendations 
included in the Institute's report. 

Please know that I will support you in every way possible, and 
you may call on me at any time. Thank you for your cooperation 
with this protocol.

At the time he got his car 
he was asked to pay for part of the cost and he used the parish 
account and we could trace that check by way of Accounting. 

Also, FR. BUCKLEY HAS BEEN AT THE NEW CUYAMA RECTORY. WAS THERE 
THIS MORNING. TOOK OFF AGAIN AND WOULD NOT TELL REDACTED 
WHERE HE WAS GOING. PICKED UP HIS MAIL. THE INFERENCE WAS THAT 
HE WOULD BE IN TOUCH PERIODICALLY. YOU MAY WANT TO FOLLOW UP ON 
THIS. REDACTED TAPE MACHINE IS BROKEN SO I COULDN'T GIVE 

HIM THAT MESSAGE. WE CHECKED MARINA HOSPITAL AGAIN THIS A.M. AND

Dear Msgr. Dyer: 

Father Michael D. Buckley, pastor of Immaculate Conception Church in New 
Cuyama, met with me yesterday. During this meeting he shared with me 
your letter to him of February 25, 1994 in which you inform him that his 
"priestly faculties are suspended/' that he is relieved of his duties at the 
parish, and that Monsignor Rohde would inform the parish the following 
weekend of the situation in general. Father Buckley informs me that the 
parish was informed that "serious allegations" had been made against him. 
Father Buckley has sought my advice and counsel and I have agreed to assist 
him as his canonical advocate. I will probably suggest to him that I be 
appointed his procurator as well. 

Accordingly, I would appreciate receiving from the Archdiocese a mandate 
for Father Buckley's signature authorizing me to serve as his advocate and 
officials of the Archdiocese to provide me with appropriate information so 
that I can effectively assist him. 1 am particularly interested in the acts and 
proofs generated prior to the inflicting of this de facto penalty. As you are no 
doubt aware, faculties are typically conceded habitually and enjoyed unless 
otherwise revoked for cause. Moreover, I would be interested in 
understanding how it was felt necessary to violate his right to a good 
reputation by means of the announcement at the parish. I call your attention 
to canon 220 of the Code of Canon Law as well as the succeeding canons 
which further articulate the proper protection of rights in general, specifically 
canon 221. Formally, on behalf of Father Buckley I am notifying you of his 
intention to defend his reputation vigorously in accord with the norm of law. 
More particularly, he has not resigned the office of pastor and is not inclined 
to do so at this point. He remains ready and willing to apply his priestly 
efforts to the salvation of souls in service of the Archdiocese.

I have reviewed Father REDACTED letter. Let me first note that 
Father Redacted i s a so lid man and should be a good person with 
whom to work in this matter. 

Attached is a mandate for procurator-advocate for Father Buckley 
to sign in this regard. 

Attached is a draft of a letter to be sent to him. It is very 
preliminary since you and I should discuss it a bit. 

In reflecting on the situation, I do not believe that revocation 
of faculties makes sense in this situation. Since the office of 
pastor has very significant faculties attached to the office 
itself, removing the standard Archdiocesan faculties would 
accomplish very little. 

It seems to me that what we want is a number of things: 

1) that Father Buckley resign as pastor; 

2) that he be professionally evaluated; 

3) based on that evaluation, other actions may be appropriate, 
perhaps accepting an early retirement. 

If he is not willing to cooperate, we could initiate the formal 
procedure for the removal of a pastor (canons 1740-1747) . My 
sense from what little you said is that we have real concerns 
about his psychological stability. This would provide a 
recognized reason for removal.

I wish to put in writing for you a summary of the events that have 
transpired since our meeting in my office on February 19, 1994. 

Following that meeting, I called Father Buckley and could only reach 
his answering machine over the course of five days. I finally asked 
for assistance through the Dean of the area, Father Redacted 
who put me in touch with a member of the parish. This parishioner 
told me that Father Buckley was visiting his nephew in Fresno. I then 
asked Monsignor John Rohde, the Episcopal Vicar for the Santa Barbara 
Region at that time, to announce at the Mass on Sunday that Father 
Buckley was on administrative leave from the parish. Finally, on 
Saturday, March 5, Father Buckley met with me and REDACTE P ^ 
redacted, We related your allegation and asked him to submit to an 
immediate psychological evaluation. He did not appear at the hospital 
as he had agreed to do, but he has made contact with a priest in 
Oakland, with horn we are also now in touch. Through this priest, we 
hope to return Father Buckley to Los Angeles and then send him on for 
psychological evaluation. 

While Father Buckley himself is legally and morally responsible for 
the consequences of his actions, the Archdiocese will step in at 
this point to grant immediate therapeutic assistance to you until 
such time as he is able to fulfill his own responsibilities in that 
regard. I am sorry to tell you that Father Buckley has not admitted 
to the acts alleged by you. 

I also stand ready to meet with any other members of your family or 
other persons of your acquaintance who may have similar experiences 
to relate regarding Father Buckley, as we would want to reach out in 
assistance to them also. In this regard, I have spoken to your 
mother, as I promised. She was not able to give me information about 
others whom I should contact, but she did suggest I talk to redacted 
REDACTED her former neighbor. I have not done that yet, but will 
do so very soon.

I understand that there is a priest who is available to take over the parish in New Cuyama. 
Before such a person validly can be named as pastor, you must officially remove Father 
Buckley from office (canon 153, §1). 

In Father Buckley's absence, we do have a mandate for his advocate. I have spoken with 
the advocate with regard to this. That will simplify matters. 

Several of the reasons for removal given in canon 1741 are verified. I am sure his file 
already has all the material needed to verify this. You need to discuss the matter with two 
pastors from the list approved by the Presbyteral Council (canon 1742, §1). A conference 
call would be appropriate. A brief memo should be made of the results of that consultation, 
and they should be sent a copy to sign. 

Since Father Buckley still cannot be found, you are free to skip the requirement of trying to 
persuade him to resign. You can then move directly to the decree of removal (canon 1744, 
§2). We will issue the decree of removal to his procurator/advocate. It will take effect and 
then you can appoint the new pastor you wish. 

I will gladly provide the decree needed for the actual removal. Please proceed with the 
consultation first.

SUMMARY OF CONSULTATION 



In accord with Canon 1742, 1 discussed the question of the removal of Father Michael 
Buckley from his office as Pastor of Immaculate Conception, New Cuyama, CA with 
Father John Fitzgerald, V.F. and Father Richard Loomis, V.F., both of whom are 
Pastors from the group permanently selected by the Presbyteral Council. 

On Tuesday afternoon, August 30, 1994, 1 held a telephone conference call with 
Father John Fitzgerald, V.F. [Queen of Angels Church, 3495 Rucker Road, Lompoc, 
CA 93436] and with Father Richard Loomis, V.F. [St. Anthony Church, 2511 South 
"C Street, P.O. Box 2215, Oxnard, CA 93034]. 

The purpose of the conference call was for me to consult with these two canonically 
established priest advisors about the feasibility of seeking the canonical removal of 
the Reverend Michael D. Buckley, Pastor of Immaculate Conception Church, New 
Cuyama, California. This conference call discussion was in accordance with Canons 
1741 - 1742 of the Code of Canon Law. 

I told Fathers Fitzgerald and Loomis that on February 18, 1994 and February 19, 
1994, two separate men reported to Monsignor Timothy Dyer, my Vicar for the 
Clergy, that Father Buckley had engaged in improper sexual misconduct with them 
years ago in a previous parish assignment. Monsignor Dyer believed the testimony of 
these two men, and on February 19, 1994 he attempted to contact Father Buckley by 
telephone. Monsignor Dyer left three separate messages on Father Buckley's 
answering machine, but Father Buckley did not return any of these calls. 

On February 26, 1994 Monsignor John Rohde, the Episcopal Vicar for the Santa 
Barbara Pastoral Region, met with Father Buckley to impress upon him the 
seriousness of this matter and of the allegations, and ordered him to present himself 
to my office as quickly as possible. 

On March 5, 1994, Father Buckley met with Bishop Thomas Curry and with 
Monsignor Timothy Dyer at the Chancery Office. Father Buckley was told to report 
to the Exodus Psychiatric Clinic on March 7, 1994, and to reside there until the date 
of his departure to St. Luke's Institute in Maryland. It was anticipated that his 
departure to St. Luke's Institute would be in mid-March. 

Father Buckley did not go to the Exodus Clinic, nor did he go to St. Luke's Institute, 
rather, he fled from the area and has remained out of contact by anyone in the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles.

I myself have written letters to various people who might see him or have contact 
with him in California, urging them to have Father Buckley contact me at once. To 
date, Father Buckley has made no effort to contact me or any responsible official of 
this Archdiocese. 

Given that the behavior of Father Buckley has been gravely detrimental to the parish 
community and given his total neglect of parochial duties, as well as the fact that 
Immaculate Conception Parish in New Cuyama must have a qualified Pastor assigned, 
I am now pursuing the Canonical procedures for the removal of Father Buckley as 
the Pastor. It is imperative that Immaculate Conception Parish have assigned an 
active Pastor who is in good standing and who is properly qualified to exercise his 
ministry for the good of the parishioners and of that parish community. 

Having explained the background and the circumstances to Fathers Fitzgerald and 
Loomis, they concurred that it was appropriate for me to proceed with the removal of 
Father Buckley.

At the direction of Cardinal Mahony, I am writing you in your capacity as the mandated 
procurator and advocate for Reverend Michael Dan Buckley. 

As you know, Father Buckley has been absent without leave for several months. As you 
also know, he has concealed his whereabouts from any official of the Archdiocese. I 
believe he has even concealed his whereabouts from you. 

Given the pastoral needs of Immaculate Conception Church in New Cuyama, Cardinal 
Mahony must move toward the appointment of a new pastor. Therefore, he has initiated the 
procedure for the removal of a pastor as described in canons 1740-1747. 

Cardinal Mahony has determined that there is sufficient cause for removal (canon 1741). 
He has engaged in the consultation with two pastors from the group permanently designed 
by the presbyteral council for this purpose (canon 1742). Given that Father Buckley has 
concealed his whereabouts, the Cardinal is not able to "persuade the pastor to resign" in 
accord with canon 1742. As you know, this requirement of the Code is for the validity of 
the process. The Cardinal has taken extensive steps to try to locate Father Buckley, all to 
no avail. 

As the duly designated procurator for Father Buckley, the Cardinal has asked me to write 
you in order to fulfill the requirements of the canons. We have not receive any information 
that Father Buckley has withdrawn your mandate to act in his name. Therefore, the 
Cardinal requests that you consider the reasons for removal carefully. If you are in contact 
with Father Buckley, the Cardinal asks that he submit a resignation. If you are not able to 
contact Father Buckley, the Cardinal asks that acting as his procurator you submit a letter of 
resignation on this behalf. If you believe that your mandate does not extend far enough to 
act in that way, we ask you to present to the Cardinal in writing any argument you have 
against the removal of Father Buckley from his pastorate. A period of fifteen days tempus 
utile is provided by canon 1742. Thus, we ask that you contact the Cardinal no later than 
October 7, 1994.

At this time, I have received information which appears 
indicative of the fact that serious offenses against the Church 
may have been committed by Reverend Michael Dan Buckley. On the 
basis of this information, it appears that Father Buckley has been 
accused of disobedience to his Ordinary, in accord with canons 273 
and 1371, no. 2 of the Code of Canon Law . 

Due to the seriousness of this information and by virtue of 
canon 1717, I hereby decree that the prior investigation of a penal 
process be opened, and that a cautious investigation be undertaken 
concerning these allegations and Father Buckley's imputability , in 
order to determine whether it is necessary to take further action. 

In addition, I hereby appoint REDACTED 
redacted, to serve as auditor, and I direct him to conduct on my 
behalf an appropriate investigation into the facts and circumstances 
of this matter and the related question of Father Buckley's 
imputability in accord with the norm of law.

The following preliminary investigation to a penal process has been 
initiated in the case of Reverend Michael Dan Buckley by decree of 
August 29, 1995, according to canon 1717 of the Code of Canon Law . 

THE FACTS 

A review of confidential documents indicates that Father Buckley has 
engaged in ways of acting that have been gravely detrimental to the 
ecclesial community, including illicit sexual conduct and misuse of 
ecclesial power, and that he has suffered a loss of good reputation 
because of his acts. 

As a result, Father Buckley was legitimately ordered to enter a 
process of evaluation at a residential treatment facility on March 5, 
1994, however did not appear; and again on December 12, 1994, however 
absented himself before accommodations became available. 

Furthermore, Father Buckley has refused to appear before his 
Ordinary for the purpose of resolving his non-compliance, as requested on 
July 8, 1994 and August 24, 1995. 

Moreover, Father Buckley has consistently failed tn return telephone 
calls or messages or to inform his Ordinary or theREDACTED of 
his whereabouts, required for fruitful communication. 

Father Buckley was lawfully removed from the office of Pastor 
because of his conduct and absence without leave, by decree of 
October 10, 1994. 

THE LAW 

Canon 273 : Clerics are bound by a special obligation to show 
reverence and obedience to the Supreme Pontiff and to their own Ordinary. 

Canon 1321, par. 3 : Unless it is otherwise evident, imputability is 
presumed whenever an external violation has occurred. 

Canon 1323, no. 4 : The following are not subject to penalties when 
they have violated a law or precept: a person who acted out of grave 
fear, even if only relatively grave, or out of necessity or out of 
serious inconvenience unless the act is intrinsically evil or verges on 
harm to souls. 

Canon 1341 : Only after he has ascertained that scandal cannot 
sufficiently be repaired, that justice cannot sufficiently be restored, 
and that the accused cannot sufficiently be reformed by fraternal 
correction, rebuke, and other ways of pastoral care, is the Ordinary then 
to provide for a judicial or administrative procedure to impose or to 
declare penalties. 

(cont . ) 
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Canon 1371, no. 2 : The following are to be punished with a just 
penalty: a person who wrongly does not otherwise comply with the 
legitimate precepts or prohibitions of the Apostolic See, the Ordinary, 
or the Superior and who persists in disobedience after a warning. 



SUMMARY 



Father Buckley is bound to comply with the legitimate orders of his 
Ordinary, according to canon 273. Failure to do so is punishable by the 
imposition of penalties, according to canon 1371, no . 2 . 

Father Buckley failed to comply with the legitimate orders of his 
Ordinary when he refused to enter a process of evaluation at a 
residential treatment center. Notwithstanding, he was ordered to appear 
before the Ordinary for the purpose of fraternal correction and pastoral 
persuasion, according to canon 1341. This course of action was repeated 
once again in the best interests of Father Buckley, without success. 

The imputability of Father Buckley's lack of compliance is evident 
according to the presumption of canon 1321, par. 3. Moreover, this 
imputability cannot be removed by factors such as fear or inconvenience 
because of the pertinence of his lack of compliance to grave acts which 
pose a harm to souls, according to canon 1324, no. 4. 

Based on this preliminary investigation, it will be up to the 
Ordinary to determine whether Father Buckley has violated the norm of law 
as to obedience, is subject to penalties, and is imputable, and if so, 
whether a penal process is to continue, according to canon 1718, par. 1.

On August 29, 1995, I directed that the preliminary _ 
investigation to a penal process be undertaken to examine the 
allegations of serious offenses against church law committed by- 
Reverend Michael Dan Buckley. After a careful examination of 
these activities and the question of imputability and _ on the 
basis of the proofs which have now been gathered, it is clear 
that a process for declaring a penalty should be set in motion. 
It likewise appears that such a process is expedient in light of 
canon 1341 in view of the fact that it has not been possible to 
effect a reform of Father Buckley and in view of the scandal and 
injustice which his actions pose. 

As required by canon 1718, I therefore decree that the 
preliminary investigation of this penal process be closed; and I 
hereby determine on the basis of the proofs which have been 
gathered that an administrative penal process be set in motion in 
accord with the norms of canon 1720.

Your Eminence, 

I met with Father Buckley this afternoon. Unfortunately, the priest who was going to go with me 
had to cover a funeral at the last minute. So, I met him alone. We had a cordial but guarded 
conversation over lunch at the Santa Maria Inn Restaurant between about 1:00 and 2:00 in the 
afternoon. 

His memory is failing. He had to ask several times what Bishop Curry's and Monsignor Dyer's 
names were. Much of his conversation was a reverie on his assignments. He claims that no one 
ever explained what the allegations made against him were all about He wants to retire and begin 
receiving his pension. He believes there is a pension check being held for him at the ACC. 

I explained that his pension had not yet started because he had not yet retired and was not yet 70 
years old (he says he will be in November). The checks that were being held in the Redacted 
were salary checks and that we were holding them because he had not cooperated with our 
requests that he have a psychological evaluation and seek whatever therapy might be warranted - 
his current status is "sick leave;" that is his assignment right now - if he will not take part in the 
assignment, he does not get paid. I encouraged him to come in and do what was being asked of 
him. I explained that if he wanted to go over the allegations, I would be happy to sit down with him 
at the office and go over the whole thing. He said he tried that once but Bishop Curry and 
Monsignor Dyer would not talk to him because he brought a lawyer with him. I told him he had to 
make a choice. We could go over the matter priest-to-priest (which is what I would prefer) or if he 
brought a lawyer, I would ask for his name and address and our attorney would contact him. Such 
an action would place an attorney between himself and his Ordinary and if he chose such a course 
he would be placing himself on an "Inactive" status. He said that he had tried to get a canonical 
advocate but that he had not done anything and had charged him $500. I explained that if he 
wanted to retire, he needed to write to you asking to retire and then we would see what would be 
needed. 

When I asked him for an address and phone number, he once again gave the address and phone 
number for the REDACTED Restaurant and said his mail could go there.

I was very happy to meet with you today. I am writing to summarize the pertinent parts of 
our conversation. 

You asked about retiring. To do so you must write a letter to the Archbishop requesting 
retirement. He will then reply with whatever steps might be needed. 

I have checked with the Pension Plan Office and there is not a check waiting for you from 
the Pension Plan at this time. Bishop Curry must have been referring to the salary checks 
which are being held in the Vicar's Office. Your current assignment is "sick leave," but 
you have not cooperated in reporting to that assignment. I strongly encourage you to 
cooperate with the psychological evaluation being requested of you as part of your sick 
leave.

Mrs. REDACTED advised that her three brothers all had been sexually molested 
by Father Michael Buckley while he was "visiting" at Immaculate Heart of 
May Parish in Santa Ana, CA in the late 1 960's and early 1 970's. 

Fr. Buckley was a friend of the family. There are*""™ brothers and sisters. All 
are graduates of Mater Dei High School. 

Whefl Mrs. REDACTED was a young teenager, her father died. Fr. Buckley 
made a "deathbed" promise to her father that he would look after the 
children. She stated Fr. Buckley would spend the niaht in the family home 
on many occasions. He repeatedly molested her REDA ^TED brothers, 
one of them from the time he was 1 2 until he was about 1 6. 

She painfully became aware of this one evening when Fr. Buckley was 
spending the night and she opened the door to her brothers' room 
actually witnessing an episode of molest. She was a recent high school 
graduate at the time. Shortly thereafter, because of the trauma of 
witnessing such an episode, she attempted suicide

the attention of the three Bishops in Orange over the years, the first time 
around 1975 at Holy Family Cathedral. She cannot remember any other 
specifics except she thought she told Bishop Brown personally "about 5 
years ago".

Over then years she has tried over the years to find out if Fr. Buckley is still 
in a position to harm children, but she can't locate him. 

After the media coverage last week, she called our hotline number to 
relate his offenses and to find out if he is currently in ministry posing a risk to 
other children. 
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She refused contact from the Assistance Ministry Coordinator or any other 
assistance. She stated her only concern at this time is to make sure Fr. 
Buckley is not in ministry.

The attached file contains notes of calls that were made to our toll free reporting telephone line on March 
8, 2002. Two are anonymous calls about possible sexual misconduct with minors falling under the 
jurisdiction of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles. I am referring them to you for further handling. 

The other report is from REDACTED wno brings to our attention her concern about sexual abuse of her 
three brothers by a Father Michael' Buckley, during the late 1960's and early 1970's when Fr. Buckley 
(according to Mrs. REDACTED was a visiting priest at Immaculate Heart of Mary Church in Santa Ana. My 
notes in the file detail my conversation with Mrs. Her time frames are sketchy so there may be 

overlapping jurisdiction about the time the Diocese of Orange was first established in 1 976. Once you 
review the notes regarding Mrs. REDACTED call, could you please contact me. She stated she simply wants 
to be sure that Fr. Buckley is not in a position to jeopardize the safety of children. From reviewing your 
directory, I have learned that Fr. Buckley's current address is a nursing home. Would he be a patient or 
chaplain? 

Thank you for your prompt attention to these matters. I'll wait to hear from you.

Dear Cardinal Mahoney and Bishop Sartoris, 

From 1972 through 1973 a priest of the parish of Los Angeles sexually abused me. From my 
birth in 1957 until I left Los Angeles in 1977 1 was an active parishioner at Holy Innocents 
church in Long Beach, and I attended Holy Innocents catholic school through eighth grade. 
From 1974 through 1977 1 was also active in the archdiocese Search for Christian Maturity 
program as well. 

During 1972 and 1973 I worked several evenings a week at the parish rectory, answering 
telephone calls for the priests and answerine the door. During that period, the pastor was Fr. 
REDACTED Approximately twice a month, Fr. REDACTED received a visitor, another priest, who would 
join him in his room As he exited, and I was showing him out the rear door, that priest sexually 
abused me on several occasions. 

In 1990, while in a program of treatment for recovery from substance abuse, memories of this 
sexual abuse began to come forward. It was at that time that I reported the sexual abuse to the 
archdiocese of Los Angeles via a letter reporting as many details as I could recall. A couple of 
months after that, I received a telephone call from the then Chancellor of the San Pedro Region, 
in which we discussed in more depth the details as I remembered them. Despite the therapy that 
I was undergoing, and to this day, I have never been able to recall the name of the priest. At one 
point, in 1990, 1 had also spoken by phone to Fr. REDACTED but he categorically denied any 
knowledge of the priest in question, or knowledge of the abuse. A couple of months later, I 
received a letter from the late Bishop Fischer, explaining to me that he and the chancellor were 
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fairly certain which priest it was that had perpetrated this abuse, but that he also had denied it. It 
did state that the priest in question was no longer active in his ministry and had retired from 
parish activity. 

By the grace of our Father, I have continued in recovery from my addictions. For the past 
twelve years, my foremost desire has been towards reconciliation with the faith that I grew up 
with and service to Our Lord. There have been many challenges. Through all of these struggles, 
I have held to my belief in the Church and the Eucharistic celebration. On most days, I cannot 
imagine being anything other than Catholic. 

To say that this journey has been easy would be a vast understatement. I worked in therapy, 
with spiritual directors, and with recovery sponsors for years to ease the pain, which this priest, 
and the leaders of the church, and those incidents brought to me. During the past several years, I 
have felt relief that I no longer was held bound by those tragic events and their grave 
repercussions. Recent events have brought this pain back to life in a way that that I never 
imagined possible. 

I'd like to share with you why these events have been so painful to me, and to so many others. 
As a recovering addict, I understand that many of us do things in our addiction that we would 
never have done otherwise, and along the journey we need to both forgive ourselves, and seek 
reconciliation from those we hurt. Many years ago, I forgave the priest who offended me. I 
have faith that our Father will judge him with the same love that he has graced me with. What 
has continued to be most painful for me is the church's leadership during these trying times and 
the pain and suffering that is caused by the leadership's refusal to admit and address a most 
grievous problem 

I have come to understand this by likening it to the children raised in the home of an alcoholic 
redacted or abusive man. I have counseled many children of alcoholics over the past several years and 

what I have found most frequently is that they have come to forgive the alcoholic/abuser through 
their own understanding of addiction and grace. What these individuals struggle more frequently 
with, for years in fact, is the pain that was caused by the spouse of that addict/abuser. The 
person that was sober, that should have stood up for their children and protected them, felled to 
do so. In recovery and treatment, we call these the co-dependents. In my pain, I have struggled 
most frequently to forgive and reconcile with the co-dependents of our church. Those men who 
knew there were pedophiles, sex addicts, alcoholics and addicts in the priesthood, yet stood by 
and did little or nothing for the children exposed to these illnesses. 

Several years ago, I made a Cursillo weekend and experienced one of those moments of grace 
and healing that are so profound in our lives. A priest on that weekend, looked me in the eye, 
and apologized for the sins of his brothers and for the pain that it caused me. Amidst a torrent of 
tears, I experienced God's healing love in my heart. 

I don't have many answers on how the church will reconcile itself with its victims. But I do 
believe that it should start there. With individual acts of reconciliation from both the priests and 
the church's leadership to it's victims. In twelve step circles, we have called that "making 
amends." 
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I know that many today will seek financial amends. I'm fairly certain that's not an answer. I 
don't believe any amount of money could heal me from the pain that was caused. But I do 
believe that our church should stand up and take responsibility for doing everything in its power 
to assist, or offer assistance to its victims. I can think of many ways of doing this, mostly 
centered on providing counseling, spiritual, healing and emotional support for all victims of 
abuse.

instructed RCIA and cormrmation classes over the past several years. While we have yet to 
reallv call a parish "home" here in REDACTED most frequently we attend mass at REDACTED

For many years, I have felt a tremulous calling to the deaconate. While on active duty, there 
was no possibility of pursuing that vocation. Today, I am held back by a fear of service, not to 
Our Lord who has graced me with so many miracles, but to our church leadership, which has not 
facilitated a trusting relationship. 

As I was talking with my spiritual director the other day, I came to understand, rather heard, a 
calling to service in a different way. The journey that I have been on has been immeasurably 
painful, but despite that, I would not choose to change the path. All that has happened has 
shaped me to the man that I am today, with the gifts that I bring to the table. If, as the voice of 
the Lord asked Isaiah, "Whom shall I send, and who will go for us?" What else can I reply but 
"Here am I; send me!" 

Most Reverend Bishop Pepe. If my experience, strength and hope can be of service to our 
faith community inREDACTED i pray to find the courage to give of the gifts I have been given. 
My prayers are with you, with our faith community, and most especially, for the healing of our 
mother church.

We have established an Office of Assistance Ministry to offer therapy to those harmed by priests 
or any minister of the Church REDACTED is currently the Coordinator for this ministry.

As 
I began to read, I realized that I know you and your brother, REDA0TED He was in the class 
immediately behind me. I was at OLQA from 1 966 - 1970, and then went through St. John's to 
ordination in 1978. Please give my greetings to your brother.

I am grateful that you followed the counsel 6f your pastor, Father and wrote Cardinal 
Mahony with your story. I trust that the opportunity to articulate what happened to you was 
a grace. I am also grateful that, despite having suffered betrayal at the hands of Father Buckley, 
your faith in Christ and the Church remain strong and fruitful. Sadly, that is not always the case. 

First, let me tell you about Father Buckley. He currently suffers from Alzheimer's Disease and 
is in a locked unit for his own protection and the protection of others. He has been out of active 
ministry since the end of 1994 when we first learned of allegations he had engaged in abusive 
activities. 

In reading your letter, I see much wisdom. You have been able to live a good life despite the 
struggles and difficulties you faced. Please, however, do not blame yourself for falling prey to 
Father Buckley. He did betray you and his priestly commitment to our Lord. 

I hope that your intuition that your brother also suffered at the hands of Father Buckley is 
incorrect, but it certainly is a real possibility. Please issue him the gentle invitation to contact us 
if he ever wishes to talk about his experiences with Father Buckley. He can contact me or 
contact our REDACTED 

Finally, please accept my humble and heartfelt apology in the form of these few and inadequate 
words. I pray that the Holy Spirit will continue to fill and strengthen you.
